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Korea is located in the Korean peninsula projecting from the east of Eurasia towards the Pacific Ocean. It is bounded 
by the continent on the north and by sea on the east, west and south. 

It lies between 124?10'45"E. (western tip of Pidan Island of Sindo County, North Phyongan Province) and 131-7522275. 
(eastern tip of Tok Islets of Ullung County, North Kyongsang Province) and between 33?06'45"N. (southern tip of Mara 
Island of Sogwipho, Jeju Province) and 43?00'33"N. (northern tip of Phungso-ri of Onsong County, North Hamgyong 
Province). 

In terms of latitude, the peninsula extends for about 10? southwards from the middle of the temperate zone in the 
northern hemisphere. 

The territory consists of the Korean peninsula and 3 644 islands around it. 

Its total area is 224 252km3, inclusive of 5 851km? of islands. 

The Democratic People's Republic of Korea (northern half of the Korean peninsula) covers an area of 123 214km? 
and the southern half, 101 038km?. 

The territorial waters stretch seawards for 12 nautical miles from the starting line of counting. 

The territorial airspace is as high as the globally-recognized lowest orbit of artificial satellite. 
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Korea is a mountainous country. 
The mean height of the land is 442m above sea level. 
The highlands are 176 404km? (78.7% of the whole territory) and the lowlands are 47 848km? (21.3% of the whole 
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Isonnam Falls on Mt Myohyang 
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Mt Paektu, the highest mountain in Korea and called the sacred 
mountain of the revolution and the ancestral mountain of the 
Korean nation, rises 2 750 metres above sea level in the northern 
part. Lake Chon on the mountaintop, one of the largest alpine lakes 
in the world, is 9.16km? in area and 384 metres deep at the deepest. 
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Situated in the east of the Korean peninsula, Mt Kumgang is the 
most famous mountain in Korea. It is blessed with many peaks, 
myriads of fantastic rocks, soaring cliffs, deep valleys, spectacular 
waterfalls, pools and superb seascape. 
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Mt Myohyang is situated in the northwest of Korea. 

The majestic and queer peaks, crystal-clear streams and waterfalls 
and dense forests present a fantastic view. A lot of historical remains 
are preserved in the mountain. 
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Mt Chilbo, called Kumgang in Hambuk (North Hamgyong 
Province) from olden times, is famous for its precious beauty with 
waterfalls, forests, seascape and sculpture-like rocks. 
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Mt Kuwol lies in the western part of the Korean peninsula. 

The thick forests and deep valleys, limpid and swift streams 
meandering through the valleys and waterfalls blend well with one 
another, unfolding an unusual natural beauty. 


Korea abounds in water resources with many rivers, lakes and 
springs, and the quality of water is very high. 

The Amnok, Tuman, Taedong, Raktong and Han are called five 
major rivers in Korea. Typical natural lakes are Chon on Mt Paektu, 
Samji, Samil, Sijung, Kwang, Man and Tongjong. Noted man- 
made lakes are Yonphung, Thaesong, Manphung, Jangsu, Unpha, 
Jangjagang and Suphung built for irrigation and power generation. 

Korea is a maritime country bounded by sea on three sides—east, 
west and south-covering 2 229 300km?, 970 500km? being for the 
East Sea, 436 100km2 for the West Sea and 822 700km? for the South 
Sea. The coastline is as long as 7 777.1 kilometres. 50% of the total 
area of the seas is continental shelf. The East Sea is smooth in its 
coastline and has relatively a small number of islands, whereas the 
coastline on the West Sea is complicated and there are many large 
and small bays and islands there. The southern coastline is quite 
indented. The marine resources in the territorial waters of Korea are 
rich and diverse. 
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Compared to its territory, Korea is rich in spas and mineral springs. Famous spas are Kyongsong, Onpho, 
Ryonggang, Yangdok, Outer Kumgang, Sinchon, Unsan, Talchon, Songhwa, Ongjin, Paechon and Kilju. 
The spring in Ongjin is the highest in temperature (103-104°C), and the amount of spring yield is the largest 
in Sokthang. 
Famous mineral waters include those in Sambang, Changsong, Kangso, Okhodong, Kwangmyong, Chimgyo, 
Taedong and Okryu. The mud in Lagoon Sijung and some other places is efficacious for medical treatment. 
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Animal species that have been registered up to now amount to 11 038, of which 1 535 are vertebrates. Beasts number 
97, birds 457, reptiles 27, amphibians 16, and fish 860. There are over 30 species of animals indigenous to Korea including 
tiger, Korean water-deer, white-bellied black woodpecker, Eumeces coreensis, Rana plancyi Lataste and Rana chosenica. 

There are 9 737 species of plants. Among them, seed plants are 3 290 species and spore-bearing plants 6 447 species. 
The flora in the country is relatively more diverse than that in many other countries in terms of composition of species. 

Korea has over 400 kinds of minerals underground. Of them, over 200 kinds are of great industrial significance. 

It abounds in ferrous and non-ferrous metal resources like iron ore, manganese, chromium, titanium, copper, lead, zinc, 
nickel, tungsten, molybdenum and gold. Iron ore deposits amount to billions of tons, and rare earth resources in great 
demand worldwide are also found in profusion. 
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medicine, handicraft, architecture, fine arts and other fields. 

The mural tombs of Koguryo, the first metal types in the world 
(late 11" century to the early 128 century), 80 000 Blocks of 
the Complete Collection of Buddhist Scriptures, Chomsongdae 
Observatory, the first observatory in the world, turtle ship, the 
first armour-clad ship in the world, Chugugi, the first rain gauge 
in the world, Koryo celadon, a treasure of the world, and other 
items of their cultural heritage are widely known in Asia and the 
rest of the world. 

Entering the 20" century, Koreans were reduced to colonial 
slaves owing to the military occupation of their country by the 
Japanese imperialists (1905-1945). 

As Kim 11 Sung put an end to the national suffering by leading 
a 20-year-long, arduous anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle to 
victory and achieving the historic cause of national liberation 
(August 15, 1945) and built a new society where the people 
became its masters, the brilliant history of socialist Korea began 
and it greeted a new era of national prosperity. 
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Koreans are a nation with a 5 000-year history. They have lived on this land generation after generation 
through the primitive, slave-owning and feudal societies since the birth of mankind. 

Originated in the Taedong River basin centring on Pyongyang in the primitive ages, they founded Ancient 
Joson, or called Tangun’s Joson as its founder-king was Tangun, the first ancient state in the history of Korea. 
Experiencing rises and falls in the long period since then—Koguryo, the first feudal state, Koryo, the first 
unified state, and the feudal Joson dynasty, the last feudal state-they developed their indigenous economy, 
culture, science and technology. 

In the course of evolution from ape-man to palaeolithic man, and then to neolithic man, they created a 
primitive culture. And from the ancient days, when they created the Taedonggang Culture, to the modern 
days, when the feudal Joson dynasty existed, they rendered a substantial contribution to human civilization 
and development by demonstrating outstanding talent and wisdom in astronomy, meteorology, geography,

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Korean food is divided largely into usual diet, traditional dishes and drinks. 

The usual diet consists of staple foods and side dishes. 

One kind of traditional staple foods is pap (boiled cereals). There are different kinds of pap including rice pap, ogokpap 
(made with five cereals), yakpap (glutinous rice mixed with sugar, jujube, chestnut, pine-nut and sesame oil), pibimpap 
(boiled rice mixed with side dishes) and kimpap (rice rolled in laver). 

Other staple foods indigenous to the nation include źtok (similar to rice-cake), noodles and so on. There are scores of 
kinds of ttok including chalttok (glutinous rice-cake), songphyon (half-moon-shaped rice-cake, stuffed with beans and 
steamed on pine needles), swiumttok (fermented rice-cake), siruttok (steamed rice-cake), etc. 

Noodles are served not only in usual diet but also during birthday parties and wedding ceremonies. Pyongyang cold 
noodles are so famous that a saying goes, *Do not say you've been to Korea if you failed to eat Pyongyang cold noodles." 

Side dishes are soy sauce, bean paste, soup and kimchi. Among them soy sauce and bean paste are indispensable in diet. 
Warm soup is usually served for breakfast and supper, and often cold soup in summer days. 

Kimchi is the most renowned traditional dish of Korea. It is known far and wide for its efficacy in health and longevity 
as it contains plenty of vitamins and other nutrients. 

Among Korean dishes are exquisite drinks such as tea, hwachae (honey juice with fruits in it), sikhye (sweet rice drink), 
liquor, a fruit punch (made of honey, dried persimmon, pine nut and cinnamon), a sweet drink (prepared with rice and 
malt), scorched-rice tea, etc. Liquors include yakju, thakju and soju, all made by fermenting cereals. 

Renowned brands of Korean liquor are Pyongyang Soju, Pyongyangju, Kamhongno Liquor, Taephyong Vodka, Kaesong 
Koryo Insam Liquor, Wild Insam Liquor and Paektusan Bog Bilberry Liquor. 

Traditional sweets include taffy, kwajul (fried cake made of wheat flour, honey and oil), yumilgwa (oil-and-honey 
pastry), kangjong (fried glutinous rice), tasik (patterned savoury cake), suksilgwa (food made of steamed jujube or 
chestnut mingled with cinnamon powder, pine-nut powder and honey) and jonggwa (fruit jam). 

Koreans take it for granted for elders to take spoons before young people. At the table the host takes the spoon first and 
helps the guest to take food, putting delicious and rare dishes near him and helping him have his full. He also tries to create 
a harmonious ambience for the guest to feel at home and avoids finishing the meal before his guest. 
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Kimchi, one 01 the world’s) fiveymajor health foods 
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The traditional dwelling of Koreans is a one-storey house with ondol (underfloor heating). 

The structure of such dwellings differs a little from province to province, but something they have in common is the 
heating system, ondol. The floor with flat stones, when heated, keeps the room warm, and a chimney leading through the 
roof keeps the room air fresh and clean. 

The present urban communities are dominated by high-rise aparti 
houses with ondol heating system are common. 

There is a peculiar custom related to dwelling. When one moves to a new house, neighbours help him carry his household 
goods, present a box of match or a gourd as a souvenir and wish a happy life. 

When entering the room, they put off their shoes. In the room, young people offer their seniors the warmest part of the 
floor in winter and the coolest part in summer. 
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From olden times the Korean garments that were invented in the course of labouring life and have developed as suited 
to the national character had clear distinctions between the male and female clothes. Koreans were simple, plain and 
cultured in their attire, and always dressed clean and tidy. The colour and form of clothes varied according to age groups, 
and summer clothes were mostly white. 

The major traditional costume of Korean women is chima and jogori.

The Supreme People’s Assembly is the highest organ of state power in the DPRK. In other words, it exercises the 
legislative power. 

It is composed of deputies elected on the principle of universal, equal and direct suffrage by secret ballot. 

The State Affairs Commission is the supreme policy-oriented leadership body of state power. 

The Chairman of the State Affairs Commission of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea is the supreme leader of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea representing the state. 

The Chairman of the State Affairs Commission of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, as the commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, commands and directs all the armed forces of 
the state, directs the overall affairs of the state, personally guide the work of the State Affairs Commission, ratifies or 
rescinds major treaties concluded with other countries, exercises the right of granting special pardon, proclaims a state of 
emergency, a state of war and mobilization order within the country, and issues orders. 

Supreme Leader Kim Jong Un is the Chairman of the State Affairs Commission of the DPRK. 

The Cabinet is the administrative and executive body of state power and organ of overall state administration.

Born on Mt Paektu on February 16, Juche 31 (1942) as a son of guerrillas, Kim Jong Il devoted his whole life to faithfully 
supporting the ideas and cause of Kim Il Sung. 

Having started working on the Central Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea on June 19, Juche 53 (1964), he led the 
ruling party, the army and the people for half a century, performing immortal exploits for the times and the history. 

He formulated Kim Il Sung's revolutionary ideas as Kimilsungism and added lustre to it as the eternal guiding ideology of 
the WPK and the DPRK. He proclaimed modelling the whole society on Kimilsungism as the highest programme of the WPK, 
and wisely organized and led the work for its realization.

After his demise, the DPRK conferred the title of Generalissimo of the DPRK on him and acclaimed him as the eternal 
General Secretary of the WPK and the eternal Chairman of the DPRK National Defence Commission. 
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Great Leader Kim II Sung, Eternal President of the DPRK 


Born in Mangyongdae, Pyongyang, on April 15, Juche I (1912), Kim II Sung embarked on the road of revolutionary struggle 
for Korea’s liberation in his teens. 

In the course of groping for the path of the Korean revolution, he authored the Juche idea and conducted the anti-Japanese 
revolutionary struggle for two decades under the banner of this idea, finally achieving the historic cause of national liberation 
on August 15, Juche 34 (1945). After his triumphal return to the liberated homeland, he founded the Workers’ Party of Korea 
without delay, carried out democratic reforms including the land reform, nationalization of key industries and enforcement 
of the law on gender equality, and founded regular revolutionary armed forces.

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Free medical service supported by social insurance mechanism was enforced in January Juche 36 (1947) for office 
and shop-floor workers and their dependants, and universal free medical service in January Juche 42 (1953), when the 
Fatherland Liberation War (1950-1953) was at its height. A completely universal free medical service was enforced in 
February Juche 49 (1960). 

Diagnosis, doctor’s visit, outpatient and inpatient treatment, surgery, medicine, meals in hospital and travel to and from 
sanatorium are offered free to people at the state’s expense. 

District doctor system is well established from the capital city to every village in the regions, so that doctors visit 
patients, not vice versa.

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The working people are provided with the regular and additional leaves. The working women, in addition to these 
leaves, are provided with the maternity leave of 60 days before delivery and 180 days after delivery irrespective of the 
length of service; those with more than three children receive the salary corresponding to 8-hour work even though they 
work for 6 hours a day. Women with multiplets including triplets and their children are looked after by the doctors in 
charge of them, and enjoy special benefits and treatment like receiving houses, medicines, foodstuffs and household goods 
from the state free of charge. 

Persons with disabilities enjoy the same respect of their personalities and provision of socio-political rights, freedoms 
and interests as those enjoyed by healthy persons. 

Orphans grow up without any worry at the baby homes, orphanages and orphans' primary and middle schools set up in 
various parts of the country under the concern and care of the WPK and the state, and the senior citizens without any one 
to support them spend the rest of their lives in the well-furnished rest homes at state expense. 
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What is essential in art and literature in the DPRK is revolutionary, working-class and socialist content and national 
form that are loved by people and agreeable to their tastes. 

The state promotes creative endeavours by writers and artistes, and encourages the broad sections of the masses to 
take part in the artistic and literary activities.

Scientific research is conducted 
not just in research institutions but 
also at production sites; with the 
efforts for making all the people 
well-versed in science and 
technology being promoted, they 
are making contributions to the 
development of their country’s 
science and technology. A great 
encouragement is given to 
exchanges in science and technology 
with foreign countries. 

As the government regards 
attaching importance to science 
and technology as its strategic line 
in building a powerful socialist 
country, science and technology are 
making rapid progress in the DPRK. 
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Koreans are a homogenous nation that has lived on the same territory for thousands of years, sharing the same language, 
customs and blood. 

After the liberation of their country from the Japanese military occupation, they dreamed about a bright future, but they 
have experienced the tragedy of national division owing to the foreign forces since the end of the Second World War. 

Setting national reunification as the most urgent national task, the DPRK has advanced a series of policies and lines for 
national reunification, like the three principles for national reunification, the ten-point programme of the great unity of the 
whole nation for the reunification of the country and the plan for founding the Democratic Federal Republic of Koryo, and

strived for their realization. 

Koreans of the diaspora number millions. Most of them are those, who had been drafted to Japan for forced labour or 
conscription or drifted to alien lands in search of living in the days of national ruin, and their descendants. Regarding 
the question related to the overseas Koreans as a question that has a bearing on the sovereignty of the Korean nation, 
Kim II Sung ensured that the Law of the DPRK on Nationality was adopted, so as to guarantee and protect their status as 
citizens of the DPRK by law. 

The General Association of Korean Residents in Japan, founded on May 25, Juche 44 (1955), represents the national 
rights and interests of Koreans resident in Japan and strives to champion them. It also wages a struggle for the motherland 
and nation by relying on the concerted efforts of the compatriots in Japan. 

The General Association of Korean Residents in China, founded on February 2, Juche 84 (1995), embraces two million 
Koreans living in China, especially in its three northeastern provinces. 

As a reflection of the unanimous will of all the Korean people in the north, in the south and abroad to make joint efforts 
for national reunification and co-prosperity of the nation, the Pan-National Alliance for Korea’s Reunification was formed 
in Berlin in November Juche 79 (1990), its overseas headquarters in December the same year, and the Pan-National 
Alliance of Youth and Students for Korea’s Reunification in August Juche 81 (1992). 
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The DPRK has consistently adhered to the line of building an independent national economy in economic 
construction. 

In Juche 42 (1953) it put forward the basic line of socialist economic construction—developing heavy industry 
preferentially and ensuring the simultaneous development of light industry and agriculture. True to this line, it laid 
solid material and technological foundations for an independent national economy. 

In the 1960s when the hostile forces’ moves of aggression became undisguised, the WPK advanced the line of 
simultaneously carrying on economic construction and building up defences, thus establishing a socialist industrial 
state while increasing its defence capabilities. 

At the end of the last century the country had to make an Arduous March owing to the collapse of socialism in several 
countries, unprecedented moves of the allied imperialist forces to isolate and stifle it and consecutive natural disasters. 
Having completed it with success, the country, in the new millennium, has developed its economy, thus creating a solid 
springboard for building it into a powerful socialist one. 

Having advanced the line of conducting economic construction and building up its nuclear forces simultaneously 
in March Juche 102 (2013), the country is building itself into a powerful socialist one while creating a powerful war 
deterrent against the nuclear war threat by the hostile forces. 

The Seventh Congress of the WPK held in May Juche 105 (2016) set forth stage-by-stage strategy for the 
development of the national economy, giving a spur to socialist construction. 

True to the strategic line on concentrating all its efforts on socialist economic construction and holding fast to the 
banner of self-reliance and self-development, the DRPK gives precedence to the economic work in Party and state 
work, and is enlisting all the human, material and technological potentials of the country for its economic development.

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Along with industry, agriculture, now free from the ages-old backwardness, constitutes a buttress of the national 
economy. The DPRK accomplished the agrarian reform after liberation and the socialist agricultural cooperativization 
after the Fatherland Liberation War, thus bringing about a rapid development in agriculture on the basis of socialist 
ownership of production means. Theses on the Socialist Rural Question in Our Country published by Kim Il Sung is the 
socialist rural construction programme, which throws full and scientific light on the way of resolving the socialist rural 
question. 

The countryside has turned into a cultured socialist rural area, and irrigation, electrification and mechanization of the 
rural economy and application of agrochemicals have been promoted vigorously. 

Seeds of superior, high-yielding crops are produced in plenty, and large-scale land realignment projects and irrigation 
of crop fields are nearing completion on a high level. All the processes of farm work are now being put on an industrial, 
modern and scientific footing in line with the latest achievements of science and technology. While steadily developing 
agriculture, the government is increasing its investment in this sector. All agricultural sectors including crop farming, 
stockbreeding, fruit farming and silkworm raising are developing on a high plane. 
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The state is protecting and utilizing the land and natural resources as effectively as possible, and is conducting 
land administration in a planned, long-term way. Land and environment protection is being carried on through a mass 
movement as a patriotic undertaking for the everlasting prosperity of the country, and the country is gradually assuming 
the looks of a socialist fairyland.

Korea has rich and diverse tourism resources. 

Beautiful landscape can be counted first. From olden times Korea has been known as “a land as beautiful as a golden 
tapestry" and *a land of scenic beauty" for the ubiquitous picturesque sights and spots. 

Mt Paektu, the ancestral mountain of the Korean nation, rising high with Lake Chon on its summit, and Kumgang, 
Myohyang, Chilbo, Kuwol and many other noted mountains present a superb scenic beauty with the natural beauty of 
mountains and valleys forming an organic combination. 

There are many scenic spots in inland areas, including the Pujon Plateau, Lake Samji, Soktamgugok (three ponds and 
nine bends), and Rungna Island. On the east and west coasts are many scenic spots including Songdowon boasting of a 
vast expanse of sandy beach and pine woods, Lagoon Samil, Chongsokjong and Monggumpho. 

Ryongmun Cave and Songam Cavern present mysterious underground scenery. 

In some places tourists can command the scenes of four seasons and the flora of different climatic zones at a time. 
They can see migrant birds flying over rivers meandering through big cities. 

Korea with time-honoured history and culture has many historical remains and relics, like those of the primitive era 
that give a glimpse of the evolution of man one million years ago, the Mausoleum of King Tangun and ancient metal 
relics such as pipha-shaped dagger and bronze mirror with a fine line pattern, and many remains and relics 
demonstrating the wisdom and spirit of the Korean people in the Middle Ages. Ramparts and gates of the Walled City 
of Pyongyang and Jongbangsan Fort, Pohyon Temple and an octagonal 13-storey pagoda in its compound, Ryongthong 
Temple, the bell at the Yonbok Temple, and the murals in the three tombs in Kangso and Anak Tomb No. 3 of the 
Koguryo period are worthy of seeing. There are metal types, chugugi (rain gauge) and turtle ship, the first of their kinds 
in the world. 

In addition, there are rare historical relics such as the 80 000 Blocks of the Complete Collection of Buddhist 
Scriptures that are preserved in Mt Myohyang and chronicles of the 500-year history of the feudal Joson dynasty. 

Tourists can witness the development made in the political, military, economic, cultural and other sectors. They can 
also see a number of monumental edifices including the West Sea Barrage, and visit historic sites and revolutionary battle 
sites, museums, exhibition houses including the International Friendship Exhibition House that keeps gifts to President 
Kim II Sung, Chairman Kim Jong Il and Supreme Leader Kim Jong Un from heads of state and personages of various 
circles in foreign countries, and Panmunjom, where they can understand the tragedy of Korea that has remained 
divided into the north and the south by foreign forces. 

There are also other destinations for cultural tourism, including amusement parks that have been built or renovated 
in recent years.

The National Tourism Administration, Korea International Travel Company, International Youth Travel Company and 
Korea International Sports Travel Company are headquartered in Pyongyang, and the provincial-level companies are 
the Myohyangsan International Travel Company (North Phyongan Province), Paektusan International Travel Company 
(Ryanggang Province) and Chilbosan International Travel Company (North Hamgyong Province), Rason International 
Travel Company (Rason), etc. 

According to contracts with other foreign tourist agencies, these companies receive tourists and offer them 
necessary service. 

The best season for tourism is between April and October, but it is also possible in other seasons. 

Tourism is divided into sightseeing and special tour. 

Sightseeing is composed of visits to monumental edifices, exhibition houses and museums, tour of scenic spots and 
trips to historical remains. Special tour includes trips to historical remains centring on the mural tombs of Koguryo, 
a geological study tour and tour for observation of migrant birds on the Taedong River, which are aimed at making a 
study and observation of things concerning a particular field. 

A tourist programme ranges from a stay of three days and two nights to a stay of 15 days and 14 nights. 

The current tourist courses in the DPRK are set as follows: 

On arriving at Pyongyang by air or by train, tour begins. 

In Pyongyang tourists visit the Tower of the Juche Idea, Arch of Triumph and others. After that, they can take the 
Pyongyang-Kaesong course leading to the capital of Koryo and Panmunjom on the Military Demarcation Line, 
the Pyongyang-Mt Myohyang course leading to the scenic spots in the northwestern area, the Pyongyang-Wonsan- 
Mt Kumgang course leading to a city of cultural recreation, scenic spots and Mt Kumgang on the east coast, the 
Pyongyang-Nampho-West Sea Barrage course leading to a port city and a monumental edifice on the west coast, and 
the Pyongyang-Mt Paektu course leading to the scenic spots in the northern border area. 

While following these courses, they can see the scenic spots, historical remains and other desired places on the way. 

Facilities and means of transport are available for tourists in Pyongyang, the capital city, and provinces. 

There are many characteristic hotels including Pyongyang Koryo Hotel, Yanggakdo International Hotel, Ryanggang 
Hotel, Sosan Hotel and Chongnyon Hotel in Pyongyang; Hyangsan Hotel and Chongchon Hotel in the Mt Myohyang 
area; Kumgangsan Hotel in the Mt Kumgang area; Kaesong Folklore Hotel and Janamsan Hotel in Kaesong; Majon 
Hotel in Hamhung; and Masikryong Hotel in Wonsan. 

Hotels serve tourists with peculiar Korean traditional dishes, world-renowned dishes and refreshing drinks. Popular 
among tourists are the dishes and spirits made with the world-famous Kaesong Koryo insam and natural water known 
for high quality, like Sindok Spring Water and Kangso Yaksu (mineral water). 

Airplanes, buses and other means of transport are available. 

The new tourist destinations and service amenities which are now under development will allow the DPRK to 
accommodate more tourists. 
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
